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CONTRACTS UNDER THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT ACT, 1933 


NEW Act, the Local Government Act, 1933, 

came into force on Friday, June 1, and by 

Section 266 of this, Section 174 of the Public 

Health Act, 1875, was relegated to the national 
archives. The latter laid down rules for contracts 
made by urban authorities, many of which have been 
recognised as unworkable in practice, and some of them 
as a temptation to sharp practice and corruption. 

The Act of 1875 provided that “every contract 
made by an urban authority whereof the value exceeds 
£50 shall be in writing and sealed with the common 
seal of such authority.” This provision was enforceable 
even after the contract had been executed. 

In Nixon v. Erith U.D.C. (1924) the plaintiff, a 
quantity surveyor, sued the council for fees for work 
done by him in connection with housing schemes. 
This contract was not under seal, and it was held that 
contracts made under those schemes when the value 
or amount payable exceeds £50, must be under seal of 
the authority as provided by the Act of 1875. 


This section did not apply to rural sanitary authori- 
ties, even when contracting under the Act of 1875; as 
in the case of Lawford v. The Billericay R.D.C. (1903) it 
was held that when orders were given for work to be 
done or goods supplied, there is an implied contract to 
pay resulting from the acts of the corporation, and that 
the absence of the sealed contract of the corporation 
was no answer to an action brought in respect of the 
work done or goods supplied. Moreover, the section 
does not apply to the councils of boroughs acting other- 
wise than under the Public Health Acts, or to County 
Councils. In all of these cases they were left to the 
ordinary law of contracts as affecting corporate bodies. 
The new Act—a consolidating Act—could not ‘leave 
this tangle unravelled ; and it not only does away with 
these anomalies, but it attempts to check all abuses 
which have obtained in the past. 


It has come to light that there have been cases 
where members of a local authority and others knowing, 
before the public could be informed, that certain pieces 
of land would increase in value owing to the schemes 
they themselves had assisted in arranging, have 
bought these pieces of land at a low figure, so trading 
on the ignorance of the owners, and then at a later 
date when these schemes have matured, sold them to 
the authority of which they were or had been members, 
at considerable profit on the turnover. Also, amongst 
the contractors tendering for municipal work, those 
who have had friends at court have been able to get 
information of the lowest tender sent in, and have been 
allowed to revise their own before the tenders have 
been considered and have thus secured the work. 


Section 266 of the Act of 1933 enables a local authority 
to enter into any contracts necessary for the discharge 
of their functions; but all contracts are to be made 
in accordance with the standing orders of the local 
authority ; and in the case of contracts for the supply 
of goods or materials, or for the execution of works, 
the standing orders shall— 

(a) require that, except as otherwise provided by 
or under the standing orders, notice of the intention 
of the authority or committee, as the casé may be, to 
enter into the contract shall be published and tenders 
invited ; and 

(6) regulate the manner in which such notice shall be 
published and tenders invited. This section further 
enacts that contracts are not to be avoided merely by 
reason that the standing orders have been broken. 
The last provision defeats any such fraudulent attempts 
as we have shown were made possible under the old 
Act of 1875, requiring a seal to be used. 

The Ministry of Health have issued model standing 


orders with suggestions for their application by local 
authorities. Among other things, no sealing of the 
contract is required. But model standing orders 
Nos. 6 and 7 are in conformity with the law generally 
relating to contracts. Contracts of a value of £50 or 
more are to be in writing and to specify the work, 
materials, matters, or things to be furnished, had or 
done, the time for performance and the price to be 
paid. Discounts, or other deductions, are to be specified, 
and in the case of contracts of more than £100 in value 
either for works or for the supply of goods or materials, 
otherwise than at one time, a “‘ pecuniary penalty ”’ is 
to be included. It would be more usual, nowadays, 
to call such a penalty “liquidated damages.” The 
last-mentioned amounts are only suggested in the model 
standing orders, for it is left to the local authority to 
determine what amounts are appropriate to the cir- 
cumstances of any particular contract. 

Some difficulties will be occasioned by the require- 
ments of the new Act as to public notices and invitations 
to tender, especially where the practice has been to 
invite tenders only from approved lists of contractors, 
in which each contractor is categorised as being allowed 
to tender for works of magnitude suitable to his powers. 
Also where the work to be done, or goods and materials 
required, are only obtainable from one or two known 
sources or firms. The model standing orders require 
that in contracts of over £100 in value at least ten days’ 
public notice is to be given in local newspapers ; also 
when the value exceeds £1,000 that the notice is to 
be inserted in one or more trade journals. These 
values being determined by the appropriate officer of 
the local authority ‘‘or other person.” This last 
phrase admits of the architect, engineer, or surveyor 
wcting in a private consultative capacity. This same 
officer or other person is to report on the tenders re- 
ceived before the authority accepts any tender other 
than the lowest (or, of course, the highest if the contract 
is one for payment to the council by the tenderer). 
All tenders are to be in enclosed envelopes, to remain 
in the custody of the clerk to the authority, and are 
to be opened in the presence of the clerk or other official, 
by the council or a committee of the council appointed 
specially for the purpose. 

Clause 10 of the model will tend to strengthen the 
hands of those local authorities who are determined 
to stamp out all forms of corruption. The clause calls 
especial attention to the Prevention of Corruption Acts 
which are to be strictly enforced. If anything, it goes 
further, for without prejudice to the right of a local 
authority or that of the Public Prosecutor to launch 
proceedings, the local authority can require from the 
contractor himself a right under the contract to cancel 
the contract if he shall have offered, or given or agreed 
to give, any gift of any kind, as an inducement to 
obtaining the contract or any other contract. Further- 
more, the contract may be cancelled if any other person 
has offered a bribe on behalf of the contractor, and 
the latter is in both instances to bear ail the loss 
incurred by the authority in cancelling the contract. 

A gift offered in respect to one contract which is 
not thereby secured, will have the effect of cancelling 
any contract with the same authority although the 
latter may be legitimately obtained. That is the 
penalty for the original unsuccessful effort to defraud. 
Councillors having interests in matters and contracts 
under consideration by the authority of which they 
are members must make open declaration of the nature 
and extent of their interests. 

The foregoing will serve to indicate the power which 
is given to local authorities by the Act of 1933—an 
Act which is not only of assistance to local authorities, 
but also to the contractors tendering.

Cathedral, suggested in the 
recent report signed by Sir 
Alexander Gibb and Mr. Ralph Freeman, 
is to be undertaken. To this end the 
Court of Common Council of the City 
Corporation decided on May 31 to seek 
Parliamentary powers “to safeguard 
the foundations of the Cathedral, and 
that powers be sought for the Court to 
control operations and excavations in 
the subsoil of the area around the 
Cathedral...” Colonel Whitaker, 
who submitted the Special Com- 
mittee’s report to the Council, empha- 
sised that the control suggested was a 
reasonable one. Plans would be sub- 
mitted, and if it was considered by the 
Corporation’s experts, in consultation 
with local experts, that the operation 
was likely to interfere with the under- 
ground water supply—on which the 
stability of the clay foundations of the 
Cathedral rests—those interested would 
be asked to modify their scheme or take 
steps to meet the difficulties. It is 
understood that there will be an 
impartial tribunal of appeal. 


At the annual banquet of 


Anxiety the Royal Academy the 
as to other week the President 
Aesthetics. made the observation that 


popular interest in artistic 
matters continues to grow. As an 
instance, he referred to the growing in- 
terest in the preservation of rural 
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England and its amenities. On the 
other hand, we bear in mind that many 
of the societies that have sprung up in 
recent years maintain that the reason 
for their existence, and the cause of 
their anxiety, is the rapid destruction 
of the countryside. We are left, there- 
fore, with the disturbing suspicion that 
we only begin to appreciate beauty, 
and create what is known as a popular 
interest in artistic matters, when beauty 
is destroyed and threatens to dis- 


appear. 


THE vote given in the 
House of Commons last 
week in favour of the re- 
conditioning of the present 
bridge and against the 
proposals of the party now in power at 
the London County Council was very 
much in accordance with expectation. 
Parliament having thus again rejected 
proposals for demolishing the bridge 
and erecting in its place a much wider 
bridge, notwithstanding the serious 
arguments against such a _ course, 
afforded reason for thinking that this 
highly controversial question would at 
last be disposed of and that the Council 
would, without further delay, put in 
hand work for which tenders have 
already been received. This, it appears, 
is not their intention, but rather to 
erect a new bridge after all and pay for 
it without a money grant from Parlia- 
ment, though we hope that wiser 
counsels will prevail, and that after 
consideration of all the facts the bridge 
will be reconditioned and that the 
Council will then give thought to the

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larger and far more important question 
of the proper development of the 
Charing Cross area. 


THose who accepted the 


Shenley invitation to visit this 
Mental new mental hospital, which

inspected the various blocks, cannot 
fail to have been impressed by 
the efficiency of these buildings. Every 
modern convenience, machinery and 
appliance has been installed. The 
planning is so arranged that a patient 
may obtain the maximum amount of 
sun and air and protection by verandas 
from cold winds. The institution is 
available for private patients, and 
private ward blocks are provided. 
The buildings are situated amidst 
charming country, and a tribute is due 
to the architect, Mr. W. T. Curtis, 
F.R.1.B.A., County Architect, and Mr. 
David Robertson, A.R.I.B.A., Assistant 
Architect, for their skill in the layout of 
the numerous blocks and the pleasing 
elevational treatment, which is vastly 
superior to what we find in many 
similar institutions. Another tribute 
is due to Messrs. John Laing and Son, 
Ltd., who have carried out the whole 
of this large contract in record time. 
Fine workmanship is evident in all 
sections of the buildings, and the 
brickwork is a credit to the British 
bricklayer. We are indebted to 
Messrs. Laing for the illustrations 
which we publish this week, and we 
may add that the building was fully 
illustrated in our pages some few 
months ago.

L. H. Keay, F.R.1.B.A., 
Housing Director, Liverpool, on the 
highly controversial subject of flats 
v. cottages as a means of rehousing 
slum-dwellers. Mr. Keay, while ad- 
mitting that in small towns and where- 
ever possible the separate cottage is 
the ideal, showed clearly that in great 
cities the only solution is the flat. 
Some interesting figures on _ the 
economies that the flat can offer as 
compared with the cottage (economies 
which, in Mr. Keay’s estimation, 
balance the higher constructional cost 
of the flat) are given on page 974, 
where also will be found a diagram 
which indicates the amount of open 
space per acre of building site that it 
is possible to leave free in erecting flats. 


ANOTHER excellent speech 
came from Lord Balfour of 


A Plan 
for Burleigh, who urged the 
Housing. need for a comprehensive 


Governmental policy of 
housing, and outlined the broad prin- 
ciples of a scheme for establishing a 
National Housing Board, some details 
of which we have already given in this 
Journal. This scheme is finding a con- 
siderable body of support, though ap- 
proval is not always unqualified. For 
instance, “ Planning,” a broadsheet 
issued by Political and Economic 
Planning, while welcoming the ideas 
behind the scheme, points out that “a 
hew corporation committed before 
public opinion to the rapid erection of 
houses on a spectacular scale and 
harassed by all the initial difficulties 
which have been seen, for example, in 
the case of the Marketing Boards, 
would be an easy prey to the pro-

moters of price rings.” The broad- 
sheet ‘‘ favours a model more flexible 
than any of the proposed national 
organisations, a system which would 
claim no monopoly and would not 
attempt in the first instance to build 
indiscriminately but would begin opera- 
tions area by area and expand them at 
a manageable pace.” 7

Bed of interest has lately been 
Ware. made at the Victoria and 


Albert Museum in con- 
nection with the Great Bed of Ware, 
the most. celebrated piece of Eliza- 
bethan furniture in existence. After its 
purchase, with the assistance of the 
National Art-Collections Fund in 1931,

the bed was exhibited in the Central 
Court of the Museum among recent 
acquisitions. It has now been removed 
to a position in the permanent collec- 
tions (Room 54), and in the process of 
dismantling the opportunity was taken 
for a thorough examination of the faint 
traces of painting still visible on the 
surface. On the removal of thick coats 
of dirt and discoloured varnish salient 
details of the carving on the head or 
back of the bed, consisting of grotesque 
and terminal figures, are now seen to be 
painted in a scheme of primary colours 
almost as brilliant to-day as when first 
applied nearly four hundred years ago. 
Accounts and inventories of the period 
afford definite proof that the medizval 
practice of painting furniture continued 
into the Elizahethan age, but few 
examples of such decoration survive. 


THE Knighthood which is 
to be conferred upon Mr.

no doubt in recognition of long and 
distinguished services to the profession, 
and will give much pleasure to members 
of the Institute as well as to a wide 
circle of friends in the building in- 
dustry, particularly as it comes in this 
the centenary year of the R.I.B.A., 
who enter their new premises in 
Portland-place next October.

Private Architects and Official Work. 

The Lord Provost’s Committee of Edinburgh 
Town Council has received a deputation from 
the Edinburgh Architectural Association in 
which they asked for the delegation of Cor- 
poration work to outside architects.

Proposed Church, Earlham, Norwich. 

In connection with the scheme of the Nor- 
wich Church Building Fund to erect a church 
at Earlham, near Norwich (details of whiah 
were given in our issue for March 30), some 
twenty architects made application for inclu- 
sion of their names in a short list. The 
assessor, Mr. Walter Tapper, A.R.A., 
PP.R.1.B.A., has now selected the following 
three architects to take part in the competi- 
tion proper: Mr. John E, - Burton, 
L.R.LB.A., Mr. F. C. Eden, F.R.LB.A., 
and Mr. J. H. Gibbons, F.R.I.B.A. The 
designs must be submitted by July 23.

The death has occurred in Edinburgh, after 
a long illness, of Mr. William Davidson, 
F.R.I.B.A. Mr. Davidson studied at the 
School of Applied Art under the late Mr. 
Campbell Mitchell, R.S.A., and Mr. Robert 
Burns, R.S.A., and was awarded by the 
Royal Institute of British Architects the 
Owen Jones Studentship in colour decoration, 
He made an exhaustive study of East 
Anglian rood screen painting, on which he 
was an acknowledged authority, and various 
collections, including the South Kensington 
Museum, have examples of his reproductions 
of these fifteenth century paintings. He 
published much of his findings from time to 
time in The Builder. For many years he was 
a regular exhibitor at the Royal Scottish 
Academy and other exhibitions. After the 
War Mr. Davidson designed a number of war 
memorials, and he was responsible for 
several schemes of church decoration 

For some years Mr. Davidson acted as con- 
vener of a special committee of the Associa- 
tion for Preservation of Rural Scotland. 
On controversial subjects connected with 
architecture Mr. Davidson’s pen was always 
ready, and our correspondence columns have 
on many occasions been enlivened with letters 
from that trenchant pen. Of his many 
contributions to our columns, none were more 
brilliant than the articles in which he de. 
scribed Sir Robert Lorimer’s Scottish 
National Memorial. One who knew him well 
writes in the Scotsman :—‘‘ An enthusiastic 
protagonist, in his eagerness for the fray he 
dealt, shrewd blows, but no opponent ever 
doubted his sincerity or single-mindedness. 
To all students he would take infinite pains 
to give help of any kind, and his enthusiasm 
has been an inspiration to many, who will 
miss his thoughtful, sometimes almost 
quixotic, generosity and the breezy, down- 
right character of his criticisms of life and 
art.” 


D. Palmer-Jones. 

We regret to record the death, on June 3, 
of Mr. Daniel Palmer-Jones. Mr. Palmer- 
Jones was born in Birmingham in 1872, where 
he was a scholar at the King Edward Gram- 
mar School. He took up an appointment in 
London in his twenty-first year with Messrs. 
Trenchard, builders’ merchants, of Green- 
wich, subsequent to which he served on the 
staff of Messrs. Holliday and Greenwood, 
Ltd., the London contractors. While in their 
service he invented his useful appliance for 
fixing jpole-scaffoldings, known as_ the 
‘* Scaffixer ’’ scaffold chain tie, which is still 
largely in use in the building world. 

During the war, when the difficulty of im- 
porting foreign timber was so acute, Mr. 
Palmer-Jones turned his attention to steel 
scaffolding, and the result .was the original 
patent of tubular steel scaffolding, which has 
revolutionised scaffoldings of all description, 
and is now in use practically all over the 
world. He was, at the time of his death, 
chairman of Scaffolding (Great Britain), Ltd. 


James Cope. 

The death is announced of Mr. James Cope, 
of the old-established firm of Cope and Co., 
Ltd., Bury-street, W.C.1, manufacturers of 
terrazzo, mosaic and tiles. He was well 
known to many architects, and the trade 
generally will regret his loss. 

An Appointment.

ARTS AND CRAFTS 


ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 

Tuere is so much” to interest us in this 
exhibition of students’ work, and the average 
of the crattsmanship is so well maintained, 
that one is tempted to linger over particular 
examples, And yet, perhaps, it is more im- 
portant to gather general impressions than 
to do so. but it is disappointing to be able 
to refer to but a few ot them, and to be 
compelled to leave unnoticed others well de- 
serving of praise. Full credit must be given 
for the result to the direction of this school, 
in which so sound a basis of craft instruction 
is imparted by masters who are also able 
craftsmen themselves. 

Classes in architecture, sculpture, wood 
carving, painting, pottery, bookbinding and 
printing, metal work, silversmithery, em- 
broidery and costume do not include all the 
subjects which occupy this very comprehen- 
sive scheme of instruction in the crafts, and 
which in all cases shows a proper apprecia- 
tion of materials, of design and workmanship, 
freely interpreted in relation to modern needs 
and outlook. 

A finely sculptured torso of a female arrests 
our attention at once, as one of the best 
bits of work in the exhibition. An owl 
carved in wood by H. Macpherson is another 
interesting exhibit in this class. Pottery is, 
as usual, excellent in craftsmanship and 
design. Examples by M. F. Satterley, J. E. 
Cotterill (one of the best exhibitors), and 
others by S. M. Chisholm, C. Rhodes, R. 
Whitmore and T. Cayley-Robinson should be 
noticed. In architecture, good work is shown; 
churches by C. K. Slade and H. S. Pitt are 
interesting in elevation and plan. The latter, 


perhaps, shows something of that baldness. 


we associate with concrete, and it should be 
remembered that most material is malleable 
to our bands, for are not the miraculous and 
intricate beauties of the seashell composed 
of concrete and its aggregates? Other good 
examples in this class are G. F. Carroll 
(a first year’s student) and L, E. Palmer. 

The classes for printing and_ illustration 
show very able direction. A charming ex- 
ample of the former is ‘‘ Togo and the Demon 
Cats,’ by A. L. Hetherington, illustrated by 
woodcuts. In this connection it is well to 
remember that a well-set-out page is mani- 
fested more in the spacing and limited use 
of types than in the squandering of them 
over it, and that less change in type, or even 
one only, is far better. In fact, fundament- 
ally, the difference between good and bad 
printing is not one of cost, but of education 
and taste. There are some good panels of 
leaded glass, painted and unpainted, and not 
without originality. The craftsmanship is 
good, but the possibilities lying in glass go 
much further than this, and some of it finishes 
too soon. 

Lithographs by F. A. Short, W. Ibbotson 
and M. E. Hewitt attract notice, but, on the 
whole, the work of this class is a little dis- 
appointing. There is a slightness that comes 
from mastery, and another which is merely 
lack of content, and in the case of one cr 
two we think the student is allowed to reach 
the press too easily, when the labour and 
cost of printing involved seems hardly justi- 
fied. A class for mosaic has been introduced, 
and good examples are shown. 

A general glance round the cases reveals 
good type printing, woodcuts by J. R. Biggs 
and T. Williamson, book cover by Mercy 
Perry, and some good panels of embroidery. 
It will be understood in this brief record of a 
most successful year’s work that any criticism 
is of detail, and not against the general high 
standard to be seen in the work as a whole, 
which well repays a visit, and is of great 
promise for the future, as the student so well 
trained in the essentials of craftsmanship and 
the right use of materials goes out into the 
world. Such an influence cannot but affect 
industry towards a more humanistic and 
intrinsic production, in which art plays its 
major part. Space has not permitted us to 
dwell more on the excellent wood engraving 
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and etchings which form so valuable a part 
of the exhibition. 

When we write of modern needs and vut- 
look, there ure some whe will tell us that 
our work as craftsmen is only to gather up 
all the inherited riches of tne past in art 
and adapt them to our own uses. Unless 
civilisation has outlived ‘itself, this is not 
wholly true. We must not become a nation 
subject to the past. Creation has not ceased, 
and the arts are always being born again. But 
it requires a robust faith that we also are 
able to give good things and to embody our 
own needs and outlook on equal terms with 
any past, however exalted, and this is the 
contribution due from us. Nor must we be 
afraid of new adventures, which belong to 
youth, and to which the student should be 
encouraged. And in this exhibition we are 
glad to notice the freedom left for adven- 
ture, where it is natural to look for vivacity 
and good spirits. 

But the students must remember, also, that 
the craftsmanship they are acquiring is a 
means towards something further; otherwise, 
craftsmanship and materials may obscure 
greater issues on which their efficacy de- 
pends. To possess brains, and to take great 
pains—-+this is craftsmanship. But art—the 
penetrating of craftsmanship with feeling and 
vobility—this is a higher knowledge, and no 
one can teach us this, though on it the value 
of what we do will almost wholly depend. 

The student will recognise that it rests with 
him to hold high the standard of approach 
in his work, and be unsparing of effort. And 
for this he must learn ini time—he cannot 
recognise it too soon—that his life and work 
must be a departure from the general outlook. 
He has, therefore, a great responsibility in 
that the future of art and industry is so 
much in his hands, and that it will be what 
he makes it. Perhaps it is now only in the 
arts that the fundamental belief is retained 
in the mastery of man over his destiny. 
And it is for this reason that there 
lies such a critical importance in the 
welfare of the creative arts, for the 
future rests largely Zon them. Civilisation 
may recover, or finally collapse on this issue, 
beside which the struggles and_ half-truths 
of economics and politics sink into relative 
insignificance. The witness of truth and beauty 
now rests in the creative arts.

CORRESPONDENCE

A Policy for the Profession. 


Just as we go to press we have received 
from Mr. George H. Widdows, F.R.I.B.A., 
M.Inst.R.A., County Architect of Derbyshire, 
a long letter, in the course of which he 
says :— 

An event has taken place which has caused 
a revolution, and that event is the passing of 
the Architects’ Registration Act. That Act 
is there, and it has come to stay, and it is 
childish to behave as if conditions had not 
changed. Prior to that Act one belonged to 
a society or institute as a kind of guarantee 
of professional ability. Such is no longer 
necessary, for the Register is the guarantee. 
In the witness-box we shall no longer, I take 
it, be asked whether we belong to an asso- 
ciation, but whether we ape on the Register 
of the Registration Council. All that is neces- 
sary is to pay six shillings and eightpence 
each year, without any obligation whatever 
to belong to any society. 

This does not mean that no society will be 
necessary. The Act needs amendment in 
more than one direction, and the Registration 
Council have no power to amend. All they 
can do is to administer the Act as it is. An 
association of some kind will therefore be 
necessary if the weaknesses of the Act are 
to be remedied. What is needed is a strong 
forward policy for the profession as a whole, 
and put forward by a society which can com- 
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mand respect. If this is to be the case, it 
seems to me that a new start must be made, 
for the R.1.B.A., in the opinion of more than 
one, has failed to rise to the occasion. 

Conduit-street has failed to keep pace with 
the times, as, I think, the following shows. 
As I see it the profession has five different 
groupings : (1) Architects in private practice 
in London; (2) architects in private practice 
in the provinces; (3) salaried assistants; (4) 
architects in the whole-time employment of 
large business firms; (5) architects in the 
whole-time employment of public bodies. 

Nine months ago, | wrote to the Secretary 
asking for the numbers of Fellows, Associates 
and Licentiates in each of these five groups. 
He replied that he could not give me the 
rigures and that it would take two months to 
prepare them. With all the changes that 
have taken place in professional practice, so 
little is the Institute moved thereby that it 
has no analysis to show how its members earn 
their daily bread. In other words, the Insti- 
tute is apparently carrying on as if all archi- 
a are as they were in the days of William 

The confusion in the world cannot go on 
for ever. The New Age is bound to come, 
perhaps sooner than some of us think. Are 
we to think that we can go into the New 
Age in our present chaotic condition? What 
is needed is a clear forward policy, a new 
beginning and a new spirit animating it. 
Why should not all architects be in one 
Institute and arranged under the five group- 
ings to which I have referred? Each group- 
ing would deal with its own problems. Over 
all would be the Council, on which each group- 
ing would find a place and where all could 
be co-ordinated for the benefit of the pro- 
fession as a whole. Such an Institute would 
have one condition, and one condition only, 
of membership, and that is Registration. 
Such an Institute has been started, and I 
joined it soon after its inception because it 
seemed to me to have in it the solution of 
our present troubles.

Hidden Philanthropy. 


Sir,—Into the ranks of well-established 
London builders, firms of repute, experience 
and stability, we lave seen the entry of firms 
who can only be described as public bene- 
factors, who, by their price-cutting, are out to 
make large donations to all and sundry, via 
the medium of building contracts. In the 
case of hospitals, public institutions, etc., it is 
unfortunate that their generosity, camouflaged 
as it is, does not produce a Presidency or 
Vice-Presidency of the institutions concerned. 

Of course, much the better plan would be 
more openly to send their contributions to the 
institutions, etc., receiving suitable thanks; 
the building owner could then employ other 
firms to carry out the work at a more 
reasonable price, the result being that archi- 
tect, surveyor, building owner, builder, sub- 
contractor and merchant would be much more 
satisfied; and, incidentally, the quality of the 
work done might be so much better, under 
different conditions, as to ensure less mainten- 
ance. 

The building industry has often been quoted 
as the second largest in the kingdom, but its 
own charitable organisations are, in conse- 
quence of the absurd position that has ruled 
far too long, very much neglected. Would 
it be at all unreasonable to suggest that this 
hidden and camouflaged philanthropy might 
cease, and any stray thousands that this new 
field of contractors have to dispose of might, 
with every reason, be given to the building 
trade charities direct? 

Apart from the virtues of these noble 
charities, it would, incidentally, reinstate 
more reasonable estimating, and give an 
opportunity to those firms whose desire, and a 
very natural one, is to do good work at a 
reasonable price and not at a price that is 
well below cost.

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FREIBURG 


By MARTIN 


FreipurG im Breisgau—not to be confused 
with Freiberg in Saxony, or Freiburg in 
Silesia, or Fribourg in Switzerland—has 
several claims to notoriety. It is the. chief 
town of the Black Forest and has some 
100,000 inhabitants; it possesses one of the 
finest Gothic churches in Germany; and it is 
the seat of a large and ancient university. 
The booklet which is handed to English 
visitors on arrival makes other claims that 
are not so familiar. The author of that per- 
suasive work, whose lively style includes cap- 
tions in the best Hollywood manner, states 
that it was bombed by the French no fewer 
than 120 times during the Great War, 
although it was an unfortified town with no 
military population, and that it is ‘‘ the 
cleanest city in Europe.’’ This latter claim 
would doubtless be disputed by many rivals, 
but it is not unreasonable, for cleanliness is 
an obvious characteristic that strikes every 
visitor to Freiburg. This effect is partly due 
to the stone channels containing rapidly 
running water which traverse every street in 
the older part of the town and are covered 
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with gratings in the narrower thoroughfares. 
Such is the docility or the innate tidiness of 
the German mind, that these limpid streams 
are as clean as everything else; miraculously 
free from cigarette-packets, banana-skins, and 
the usual garbage which decorates an open 
channel in England, though Trumpington- 
street in Cambridge is an honourable excep- 
tion. All these channels were running 
briskly when I saw them during the great 
drought of September last. 

Another feature of the Freiburg streets and 
squares is a prevailing impression of gay 
colours. This is particularly noticeable, of 
course, in the cathedral square where the 
flower-sellers have their market; but there 
are flowers in window-boxes everywhere, even 
in the verger’s room high up in the cathedral 
spire, and now the Nazi flags, in aggressive 
scarlet and white and black, compete with the 
more restrained pink of geraniums. Houses 
are gaily colour-washed, and shutters are, as 
a rule, brightly painted. The place is a 
paradise for an artist, and has the great 
advantage that its extensive modern quarters 
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are well laid out and do not conflict with the 
old town forming the heart of the new city. 
East of the town, at its very doors, are the 
precipitous and thickly-wooded slopes of the 
Black Forest hills. Westwards the ground is 
almost level as far as the Rhine, and Frei- 
burg’s smart little air-port, with services 
twice a day connecting with all parts of 
Europe, lies on the outskirts of the city. 

> Except for a fragment here and there, the 
old walls of the medieval town have been 
demolished, but two huge and striking gate- 
towers remain, the Schwabentor and the 
Martinstor. The former (see this page) is 
an immensely tall and very striking building 
of the thirteenth century, recalling Prussian 
work of that period, but was considerably 
heightened, altered and restored by the City 
Architect Schafer in 1900. Most of the stone- 
work is a warm red sandstone, as in the other 
buildings of the town, but part of the surface. 
is plastered a cream colour, and on the south 
side is a curiously asymmetrical but effective 
fresco of St. George and the Dragon, painted 
by Geiges. On the inner side (and therefore. 
not seen in my sketch) is an old fresco. The 
roofs of this tower are in green enamelled 
pantiles, giving a final touch of liveliness to 
this incredibly romantic composition The. 
Martinstor spans the main street of the town 
and has many points of similarity with the 
Schwabentor, being constructed of the same 
materials and having been restored by 
Schafer in 1900. 

Further down the Kaiserstrasse stands the 
former ‘‘ Basler Hof ’’ (page 973), now the 
police headquarters, built in the late sixteenth 
and early seventeenth centuries. With its 
steep roof and its crow-stepped gables, it is 
a typical German building of the period, but 
the painted ornament of the fagade displays 
Italian influence. My sketch shows the 
traceried spire of the Cathedral in the back- 
ground. Freiburg has an interesting Old 
Rathhaus of the early Renaissance, but its 
best civic building is the arcaded Kaufhaus 
near the cathedral, first erected in 1378, but 
rebuilt in its present form in 1525-32 by the 
cathedral architect, Hans Lienhard von 
Ettlingen. On its facade are four excellent 
statues of four emperors. Among them is a 
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FREIBURG : The Schwabentor. 
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BAROQUE PEW-ENDS, CONVENT OF ST. PETER, 
NEAR FREIBURG (CHURCH DATED 1728). 


figure of Kaiser Maximilian I in armour, 
which recalls one of George Morrow’s comic 
knights, and was carved in 1530. My drawing 
of it (see this page) is made from a cast in the 
local museum. 

The cathedral is the only important church 
in Freiburg. Several books have described 
its architecture, which can only be sum- 
marised here. it is constructed of dark red 
sandstone and its oldest part, the transept, is 
late Romanesque of the twelfth century. 
The nave was built in the mid-thirteenth 
century, the tower was-begun about.1270 and 
carried up to the lantern by 1300, and the 
choir was begun in i354: but not completed 
until 1513. The Renaissance porch or loggia 
on the south side was erected in 1615-20.

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Externally the noble spire at the west end, 
380 ft. high, is the outstanding feature of the 
church, but the openwork staircase-turret at 
its north-east angle gives the tower a some- 
what lop-sided effect (see page 972). The 
construction of the openwork lantern and 
spire is a marvel of daring Gothic construc- 
tion. One can ascend 340 steps to the roof 
of the lantern and see the dizzy stone lace- 
work of the open spire above, the ‘principal 


. Stone ribs of the angles being about 2 ft. 


square in section. The interior of the cathe- 
dral is magnificent and spacious : 410 ft. long, 
98 ft. wide, and 88{t. high. It contains a 
wealth of carved and painted monuments of 
the greatest interest, a fine high-altar, some 
good glass, and a splendid organ. Taken as 
a whole, it may be considered the finest 
church in Germany. 

The other old churches of Freiburg are 
St. Martin’s, near the Rathhaus, a Gothic 
building of no great interest; the thirteenth- 
century Augustinian priory, now a_ most 
interesting museum of local art and 
antiquities; and the Baroque Jesuit church 
of the University (1630-40). There are other 
Baroque churches in the district, notably the 
huge conventual churches of St. Peter (1728) 
and St. Margen (rebuilt 1725). Besides the 
historical buildings mentioned there is the 
Archbishop’s Palace and several picturesque 
fountains, though not all of these are old. 
The neighbouring viliages of the Black Forest 
abound in charming timber-built farmhouses, 
not unlike Swiss chalets in appearance. 

Breisach, 14 miles from Freiburg, is beauti- 
fully situated on a rocky eminence close to 
the Rhine, in the midst of vineyards. From 
Roman times its isolated position, though it 
is only 260 ft. high, has given it great 
strategic importance, and it was fortified in 
very early days. My two sketches give some 
idea of the impregnability of the town, with 
its’ houses huddled round the protecting 
central portion where once a castle stood, now 
demolished. But the flatAop of the rock is 
still crowned with a noble church, the Minster 
of St. Stephen. The earliest part of the 
building dates from c. 1000; the choir, the 
western tower and part of the nave are 
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BREISACH : The Burgerturm. 


fourteenth-century Gothic, and the remainder 
of the building is twelfth-century Romanesque. 
The interior is, however, somewhat dis- 
appointing ; but it contains some marvellous 
carving in high relief (c. 1540)’on the high 
altar. Apart from the Minster, the Biirger- 
turm or Windbruchtor, the small Baroque 
church in the Marketplatz, and the bom- 
bastic Rheintor erected by Louis XIV, 
Breisach has no noteworthy historicai build- 
ings, but it is full of quaint corners, and the 
jaded traveller may refresh himself by 
bathing in the open-air bath, with the swift 
waters of the Rhine rushing over its slippery 
wooden floor. Close by is the bridge of boats, 
with German sentries at the Breisach end 
and French sentries at the other. Across the 
river lies Alsace, with the blue Vosges 
mountains beyond.

THE PROBLEMS OF SLUM CLEARANCE 


“Strum Clearance: A Pressing Problem of 
To-day,’’ was the subject of discussion at the 
23rd dinner of the Architecture Club, held at 
the Savoy Hotel on May 31. Mr. R. Holland- 
Martin, C.B., F.S.A., presided over a large 
company of guests and members, which 
included Sir Edgar Bonham-Carter, Professor 
A. B. Knapp-Fisher, Professor C. H. Reilly, 
Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, Sir Raymond Unwin, 
Major Harry Barnes, Major Hardy Syms, Mr. 
W. M. Dudok, Dr. Oscar Faber, Messrs. 
Darcy Braddell, H. P. Cart de Lafontaine, 
Cyril Carter, S. Chermayeff, E. Maxwell Fry, 
H. Austen Hail, Stanley Hamp, S. D. 
Meadows, Erich Mendelsohn, Oswald Milne, 
H. Greville Montgomery, G. Val Myer, G. L. 
Pepler, 8S. C. Ramsey, A. L. Roberts, C. D. 
Spragg, H. G. Strauss, F. E. Towndrow, 
Wells Coates and J. H. Elder-Duncan (Secre- 


tary). 

The loyal toast having been honoured, a 
selection of slides of recent English rehousing 
schemes was shown on the screen, among 
them being work carried out by the Kensing: 
ton Housing Trust, the St. Pancras Housing 
Trust, Hackney Borough Council, the London 
County Council and Livemeel. Some brief 
details were given by the Secretary and by 
Mr. L. H. Keay, F.R.1.B.A. A particularly 
interesting slide was one which showed 
diagrammatically the amount of open space 
per acre which could be achieved by building 
in flats instead of in cottages. (See below.) — 

The first speaker was Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh, who stated that, while flats were 
necessary for rehousing in great cities, 10- 
story flats were an abomination of desolation. 
He described the work of the Kensington 
Housing Trust and, in emphasising the need 
tor the provision of spaces for flowers, stated 
that at the Dalgarno-gardens flats the 
balconies were double-walled, with a properly 
drained cavity between, in which flowers were 
planted. Constant hot water was also pro- 
vided, and he believed that that scheme was 
the first in England to contain such provision. 
The rents—on a basis of one-fifth of the 
family’s income—were 10s. per week, inclu- 
sive of rates and constant hot water. In the 
Trust’s opinion, five-story flats, each with its 
own balcony ‘‘ for the pram,”’ were a neces- 
sity. The speaker then urged the need for a 
comprehensive governmental policy of housing 
and outlined a scheme for the formulation of 
a National Housing Board on the lines sug- 
gested by the National Housing Committee. 
[Full details of the scheme proposed were 
given in our issue for May 25.—Ep.]. The 
case for such a National Board had, declared 
the speaker, been fully made out, and the 
country was only awaiting a lead. If the 
National Government did not give that lead, 
the results of the next election might be for 
them a little disappointing. The whole 
problem of the clearance of the slums could 
be resolved into one word—compensation. He 
suggested that the proper basis was as a 
bargain between two private buyers. Unless 
we could arrive at a prover basis the pians 
that were being laid would not work. 

Mr. Lancelot H. Keay, F.R.I.B.A. (Hous- 
ing Director of Liverpool), said that during 
the last half-century we had been going 
through a period of transition, and whilst at 
the end of the last century the workers looked 
to private enterprise to provide them with the 
necessary housing accommodation, they had, 
since the war, relied almost entirely upon 
municipal enterprise for their housing accom- 
modation. The enforcement of proper 
standards and the necessity for granting 
financial assistance in a succession of housing 
Acts had limited the field of speculation, and 
speculators had almost ceased to be the 
acknowledged purveyors of low-rented houses. 
There were very many who had little 
enthusiasm for the Housing (Financial Pro- 
visions) Act of 1933. - That Act sought to 
transfer the provision of working-class houses 
to the joint agency of the small-house builder 
and the building societies. That the change 
of policy had been made so that the whole 


energies of local authorities could be concen- 
trated on the removal of slums must be 
accepted; that the great slum clearance 
scheme had been launched without a full 
inquiry into the many phases of the problem 
and its contributory causes was to* be 
regretted. The clearance of the slums was not 
a problem confined to the measurable limits 
which many would have us believe. To 
attempt to replace insanitary houses in any 
area without regard to the proper replanning 
of that area was to repeat one of the follies 
of the last century, and to hand on to succes- 
sive generations a problem similar to that 
engaging our attentions to-day. To demolish 
existing insanitary houses without making 
adequate provision for the relief and the 
future prevention of overcrowding, or for 
maintaining a sufficiency of new houses to 
accommodate the increase in the number of 
families, would only result in the transfer of 
slum conditions from one part of our cities to 
another. 


After the passing of the Housing (Financial 
Provisions) Act of 1933, very little time for 
thinking was given. Missing the First of 
April by five days, the Ministry Circular, 
No. 1331, was issued inaugurating the great 
slum clearance campaign. Whichever way 
one looked at it, that Circular was at least 
unfortunate. To those who realised the com- 
plexity of the whole problem, the speech of 
the Minister of Health, at the Conference 
of the Association of Municipal Corporations 
in March last, came as a great relief. In 
that speech, the Minister announced the in- 
tention of the Government to _ introduce 
further legislation which could give powers 
to local authorities to deal not only with 
overcrowding but also to finance schemes 
for the entire replanning and redevelopment 
of the older affected areas of our towns. 
Here at last we saw the acceptance of the 
principle that accommodation must be pro- 
vided near the commercial districts of our 
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towns for those who were essentially town 
dwellers. While for the small town, and 
wherever it was possible, the sin le-family 
house should be provided and should be con. 
sidered the standard accommodation for the 
proper housing of the working classes, none 
of us could deny that a number of people 
must reside near the heart of every great 
city, because their work was of such a nature 
as to demand their residence in those areas, 
There were probably as many as 50 or 60 
families housed to the acre, and many of 
them were still living in the houses which 
were erected in the middle of the last cen. 
tury, and, in the light of present-day stan. 
dards, were rightly regarded as insanitary. 
Others were occupying portions of larger 
houses that, chiefly on account of the rent 
which had to be paid per room, were 
abominably overcrowded. Sas was - entitled 
to essume that- the amenity buildings— 
schools, libraries, clinics, etc.—provided by 
the local authority were in good condition 
in such areas. 

What, then, was the solution? Surely, it 
could _ be to build vertically rather than 
to spread laterally. To that method of 
solution there was a very considerable body 
of well-informed opposition, but once it were 
granted that families must reside in town 
areas, what were the reasons which could 
be put forward against the building of flats? 
So far as he had been able to understand, 
they were, briefly, as follows :— 


1. Englishmen do not like this type of 
dwelling. 

2. They are more costly than the single. 
family cottage. 

3. There 1s a lack of privacy and an 
absence of any separate garden space for 
rest and recreation. 

4. Because they are built on such high 
densities, an unreasonable number of people 
are crowded together on every acre of land 
developed by this method. 

To those objections he would answer, first, 
that the Englishman had seldom had the 
opportunity of living on an estate of suffi- 
client size to realise the benefits which could 
arise from this type of development. Could 
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any observer who was familiar with the 
Continental examples, and had studied the 
habits of the people residing in those flats, 
really say that those people were unhappy 
and discontented with the flat method of 
living? His own experience was entirely to 
the contrary. Time after time, he had been 
told of the advantages of being able to reach 
the homes within a few minutes of the 
cessation of work; no transport expenses ; 
the possibility of having all meals at home; 
and the increased opportunities for real 
family life. Before we condemned the flat 
system in Great Britain he felt that an ex- 
periment on sufficiently large lines should be 
tried out. Secondly, as to the cost of flats, 
it had now been proved that the same 
accommodation in the flat form need not 
cost more than 25 per cent. above the cost 
of similar accommodation in the single-family 
house. That was the difference in the 
capital cost of the accommodation provided, 
but what were the savings involved, about 
which we _ heard ae ittle? One could 
rightly assume that the schools and other 
amenity buildings already existed in the areas 
that it was suggested should be replanned 
and redeveloped. The expense of providing 
those buildings on some estate on the out- 
skirts was, therefore, saved. When an area 
was redeveloped, if he might coin a word, 
it would be ‘‘ de-roaded,’’ for 100 flats did 
not require the same road frontage as was 
necessary for 100 single-family houses, Every 
mile of 56 ft. road cost annually about £400 
to maintain. There was a saving that was 
not often realised. In addition to that, the 
health services were less costly to effect : 
ash-shutes taking the rubbish from the 
super-imposed flats were provided at inter- 
valg along the buildings, and, from an 
estimate which he had prepared recently, 
based on 1,000 flats, no less than three- 
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quarters the cost of collection was saved as 
compared with 1,000 houses. By reason of 
the fact that the occupants of the flats re- 
sided within easy reach of their places of 
work, it was not necessary to provide trans- 
port accommodation which, in these days, 
was a consideration. If it were possible to 
prepare a proper balance sheet, it was his 
impression that the flat would stand com- 
parison in cost with the single cottage. 

Thirdly, when it was suggested that the 
flat had no privacy, it should be remembered 
that we were speaking of a density of about 
60 dwellings to the acre. If the blocks were 
properly planned, and in short lengths 
rather than long continuous buildings, he 
could see no reason why privacy should be 
less than in a single-house development of 
even half that density. At 30 houses to 
the acre, the house had to be built abutting 
on the back of the pavement, and there 
was very little room for any private yard 
at the rear of the building. If it was con- 
sidered unreasonable that 250 people should 
live on each acre, he could only say that they 
were doing it now without the advantages 
of the vast amount of open space that 
could be provided in a properly laid out 
flat scheme, for it had to be remembered 
that, even at 60 flats to the acre, no less 
than 61 per cent. of each acre could be left 
entirely free from any buildings, back streets 
or pavements, 

He thought that none of us would doubt, 
from the architectural point of view, that 
there would be no difficulty in preparing a 
satisfactory scheme if a large enough area 
could be devoted to the purpose. hat we 
were suffering from to-day was timidity, and 
if we failed to tackle this problem, as it 
demanded to be tackled, on the broadest lines 
possible, irrespective of ‘‘ interests ’’ of many 
who would oppose big development schemes, 
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then we should merely make a hotch-potch 
and repeat what had been done in the last 
century. Success would depend on _ unifi- 
cation of control under one executive com- 
mittee and one responsible officer, free from 
interference or change of policy until the 
whole problem was solved. He would be 
told, continued the speaker, that such 
grandiose schemes were all very well for an 
idealist to enunciate, but we were at the 
present time too poor to carry them out. 
His reply was that we should be too proud 
to allow the existing conditions to remain. 

The Rt. Hon. Lady Pentland and Mr. E. A. 
Rowse having spoken, 

Professor A. M. Carr-Saunders (Professor 
of Social Science in the University of Liver- 
pest) emphasised the need for a plan in all 

ousing work. He then proceeded to give 
some figures of estimate of future population 
in Great Britain. From these it appeared, 
he said, that population in the country 
would reach its peak of 45 millions about 
1936, and would decline in the following 
manner: After 1946, 44 millions; 1951, 424 
millions; 1956, 41 millions; 1966, 38 millions; 
1976, 35 millions (which figure represented 
the population in 1890). It had been esti- 
mated that in 1976 people of 75 years of age 
or over would represent one-fifth of the popu- 
lation. In that year also it was estimated 
only one-quarter of the population would be 
of marrying age, (i.e., 25-45), and the in- 
ference was that the population, while tend- 
ing to decrease, seemed likely to split up into 
ever-decreasing units of size. 

Herr Dudok, called upon to speak, said that 
the most important thing in life was a good 
house. He hoped that we in England would 
find the men and the money to put the pro- 
posals current in being. He hoped that we 
would remember that men could not live by 
bread alone, and not forget the flowers.

Flats, Lower Kennington-lane. 

This group of twenty-eight flats for the 
Duchy of Cornwall has a frontage of more 
than 200 ft., occupying a vacant site on the 
north side of Lower Kennington-lane, and 
is planned with a main central block five 
stories high flanked by two lower wings three 
stories in height, with flat roofs which carry 
on the line of existing buildings adjoining. 

The flats are planned as two- and _ three- 
bedroom units, with two flats approached off 
each staircase landing and jwith hulconies 
un the north side, which are approached by 
the kitchens giving access to the lifts pro- 
vided for the carrying of stores and the dis- 
posal of refuse. The central block has six- 
teen flats served by two staircases which con- 
tinue up to the fourth floor level, where there 
are storage rooms—one for each flat—the cold 
water cisterns, and lift gearing. The two 
side blocks have each one staircase and six 
flats, the planning being identical with that 
of the central block. ‘he walls are to be 
faced with stock bricks and the roof of the 
centre block with plain tiles. The internal 
walls of the staircase have a cement glaze 
finish, and the entrance halls are paved with 
tiles and artificial stone. 

Electric light is to be used throughout. 
The living-room and one bedroom in each 
flat are coal-fired; the remainder of the bed- 
rooms have gas fires. The kitchen and bath- 
room are tiled to the ceiling with white glazed 
tiles, and have jointless composition flooring. 
Cooking is done by gas, and an Ascot water 
heater 1tixed in the kitchen provides hot water 
for the sink, bath and lavatory basin. There 


is a built-in composite larder (lined witb 
metal-faced plywood), with dresser and cup- 
board adjoining, all with plywood doors, cel- 
lulose finish. 

The open space to the north of the new 
buildings will be laid out with as much lawn 
space as possible, and is to be planted with 


shrubs and small trees. The space in front of 
ths building facing Lower Kennington-lane 
will have a wide lawn with stone-paved ap- 
proaches to the entrance doors, and with low 
boundary hedges and wrought-iron railings.

‘“‘ Florence Court,’’ Maida Vale. 

This building provides forty flats on eighv 
floors, varying in size from two to four rooms, 
plus kitchen and bath. ‘here is one central 
staircase and lift tower, and two escape stalr- 
cases. The building will be central heated 
and provided with constant hot water from a 
basement boiler-house having two boilers 
fitted with automatic stokers, and a stand-by 
boiler which can be connected to either 
system. The building is steel-framed, with a 
terra-cotta plinth on the ground floor, the 
remainder being faced with multi-colour facing 
bricks to all elevations. 

The general contractors are Messrs. Gee, 
Walker and Slater, Ltd., and the following 
firms are associated with the work : Archibald 
D. Dawnay and Sons, Ltd., steelwork ; Tondu 
Brickworks Co., Ltd., facing bricks; London 
Brick Co. and Forders, Ltd., Fletton bricks; 
Leeds Fireclay Co., Ltd., terra-cotta; J. and 
E. Hall, Ltd., lifts; Permanite, Ltd., asphalt ; 
Crittall Manufacturing Co., Ltd., windows; 
William J. Wheeler and Son, entire plastering 
and granolithic work; Frigidaire Automatic 
Refrigerators, refrigeration; A. Goldstein and 
Co., glazing; Alfred Goslett and Co., Ltd., 
sanitary fittings; Cement Marketing Co., 
Ltd., cement; British Reinforced Concrete 
Engineering Co., foundation. 

Messrs. P. V. Burnett and C. J. Eprile, 
FF.R.1.B.A., are the architects. 


Flats for the East End Dwellings Co., Ltd. 
This building, containing forty flats, has 
been designed on a portion of land adjoining 
other flats owned by the East End Dwellings 
Co., Ltd., situated in Victoria Park-square, 
where there are a considerable number of very 
fine Georgian houses in very good preserva- 
tion, and in the design of these flats every 
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effort has been made to harmonise with these 
surroundings. - The frontage to the road is 
open, and looks on to an open park and faces 
south-west. The plan forms a court with one 
end open, and this court is to be laid out 
with grass and paving. 

Each flat consists of living-room, kitchen 
and two bedrooms, bath and w.c., and there 
are four maisonettes, thus avoiding balcony 
approaches on the top floor. Brick has been 
used for the elevations, to work in with the 
surrounding buildings and to avoid mainten- 
ance, and the prices obtained for these flats 
has proved that this form of construction is 
still as economical as any other method. The 
sashes are of the double-hung pattern in wood, 
except in kitchens and bathrooms, etc. The 
wrought-iron balconies on the front and rear 
have been placed for use for putting out 
babies’ cots, as the promoters considered this 
a most important requirement. Window- 
boxes have been provided in certain aspects 
to encourage the cultivation of flowers. 
Although these are working-class flats, it has 
been possible in the cost to provide constant 
hot water to each sink, bath and lavatory 
basin from a central supply. Electricity is to 
be provided for lighting, and an alternative 
method of cooking will be by electricity or 
gas. The old mulberry tree situated in the 
courtyard has given the name to the flats, 
which will be called ‘‘ Mulberry House.’’ 
Messrs. J. Jarvis and Sons, Ltd., are the 
general contractors. 

Mr. Arthur W. Kenyon, F.R.I.B.A., is the 
architect. 


“Cranmer Court,”” Sloane-avenue, Chelsea. 

“Cranmer Court ”’ is to be erected on an 
island site bounded by Sloane-avenue, White- 
jands-grove, Elyston-street and Francis-street. 
The area of the site is approximately 
96,000 ft. super, and the ‘building is so de- 
signed that the principal flats have a southern 
aspect, and all flats will be approached by a 
private 30 ft. motor road. The building will 
be faced on to Sloane-avenue up to second- 
floor level in stone, the remaining elevations 
being in hand-made sand-faced bricks, with 
tiled roof. There are no internal courts, all 
elevations being similar in treatment. The 
building will contain fourteen shops on to 
Sloane-avenue, and, in addition, 235 flats of 
varying types :— 

Type “A ”’ flats, consisting of sitting-room, 
dining-room, three bedrooms, two bathrooms, 
cloaks, kitchen, etc. 

Type ‘‘B”’ flats, consisting of sitting-room, 
dining recess, two bedrooms, bathroom, 
cloaks, kitchen, etc. 

Type ‘‘C”’ flats, consisting of sitting-room, 
two bedrooms, bathroom, kitchen, etc. 

Type ‘‘ D ”’ flats, consisting of sitting-room, 
bedroom, bathroom, kitchen, etc. 

There are seven electric passenger lifts and 
twelve service lifts. Central heating will be 
installed throughout the building; electric 
light and power points to all rooms; fitted 
kitchens with refrigerators ; heated towel rails 
to all kitchens and bathrooms. A portion of 
the site has been reserved for the erection of 
a garage, squash rackets courts and, possibly, 
a swimming bath. 

Messrs. Gordon Jeeves are the architects. 


Flats, Upper Woburn-place, W.C. 

This building, which is now being erected, 
has a frontage of 200 ft. to Upper Woburn- 
place, and is designed for small flats with 
varying accommodation, each flat having its 
own bathroom and kitchenette. The one-room 
flats have a recess for the bed, with direct 
ventilation to the open air. The ground-floor 
entrance hall, some 70 ft. long, is used as a 
lounge, with provision for several small shops 
for the convenience of tenants. The lower 
ground floor has a restaurant and kitchen for 
the residents who wish to make use of it, and 
the rear portion of this floor is entirely 
devoted to a garage, with a sloping driveway 
in at each end of the building. The flat roof 
is accessible by lift, and facilities for sun 
bathing are contemplated by the management. 
The general contractors are Messrs. Richard 
Costain, Ltd. 

Messrs. Richardson and Gill, FF.R.1.B.A., 
are the architects. 
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‘* Crompton Court,” S.W. 

This building is in course of erection by the 
Kensington and Knightsbridge Electric Light- 
ing Co., as the completion of the east end 
of their property in Pelham-street, and stands 
on the corner of Pelham-street and Fulham- 
road, facing Draycott and Sloane-avenues, the 
new frontage line being set back some 10 it. 
from the old line as part of the widening 
scheme for this portion of the Fulham-road. 
Accommodation for the enlargement of the 
Kensington and Knightsbridge Electric 
Lighting Company’s stores is made on the 
west end of the ground floor and for the 
reinstatement of the old public-house, the 
“ Pelham Arms,”’ as a modern wine bar, next 
to it, to the east. The upper portion of the 
building contains forty-seven moderate-sized 
flats, with a central staircase block, wherein 
tenants’ and service staircases and lifts are 
provided for all access to the flats, and there 
are no interconnecting passages between them. 
The carcase of the building is in reinforced 
concrete and brick walls, with Hammill brick 
facings to Fulham-road and Pelham-street, 
and Gault brick facings to the elevation of 
the carriage way which passes through the 
site from Fulham-road to Pelham-street. 
“‘'Truscon ’’ floors are used throughout, and 
the building generally is of fireproof construc- 
tion. Electricity is the only power used for 
all purposes, the heating being by thermal 
storage. Sliding sun shutters are provided on 
the Fulham-road elevation, which faces south- 
east, all entrances from the new building 
being from a central carriage way cutting 
across the corner of Pelham-street and 
Fulham-road. The firms associated with this 
work are given on page 1001. 

Mr. C. Stanley Peach, F.R.I.B.A., is the 
architect. 


“Troy Court,” Kensington High-street. 

“Troy Court ’’ occupies an island site in 
Kensington High-street, bounded on the west 
by Holland Walk and on the east by Philli- 
more-gardens. The flats are approached from 
Kensington High-street through a roadway 
into a central courtyard, from which direct 
access is obtained to the two entrance halls, 
main stairs and lifts. ‘There is also a subsi- 
diary entrance from Phillimore-gardens. The 
remaining space on the ground floor is used 
for letting purposes, and also contains the 
staff quarters. In the basement is a swim- 
ming pool, 50 ft. by 20 ft., for the use of the 
tenants, access to which is obtained direct 
from the main staircases. From the first to 
the fifth floors are flats ranging in size from 
living room and one bedroom, to living room 
and three bedrooms, with the average size 
of the living rooms 16 ft. by 14 ft. 6in., and 
the double bedrooms 14 ft. 3 in. by 12 ft. 6 in., 
single bedroom 11 ft. 6in. by 6ft. 6in. On 
the sixth and seventh floors are maisonettes, 
each with its own private balcony, internal 
staircase and hall. These have an avcommo- 
dation of drawing-room, dining-room and 
three and four bedrooms. All the principal 
rooms face the external streets. 

The principal elevations are of brick, these 
being the sand-faced Holbrook Grey, with the 
ground and top stories, parapets and window 
surrounds in reconstructed Portland stone. 
The central courtyard will be treated in Lasa 
marble on the ground floor and above with 
shell pink “‘ Vitrolite ’’ glass, this being fixed 
by means of anodised aluminium cever strips 
to a rust-proofed metal frame plugged and 
screwed to the brickwork. 

The building is steel-framed, with hollow 
tile floors, and partitions are of ‘‘ Pioneer *’ 
blocks, these being double between individual 
flats for the prevention of noise. Floor 
coverings are linoleum and rubber in the flats, 
“‘ Terrazzo’’ to the main staircases, and 
carpet to the public corridors and halls. The 
total cost will be £135,000, which gives a cube 
figure of about 1s. Sd. There are eighty 
flats and sixteen maisonettes.

THE WYTHENSHAWE ESTATE, 
MANCHESTER 


Tue Wythenshawe Estate at Manchester 

is now being laid out for the Manchester Cor- 
oration from the design of Mr. Barry 

arker, F.R.I.B.A., P.-P.T.P.I., as shown 
in the large illustration on page 987. The 
plan has many points of interest, not the least 
of which is the ‘‘turbine’’ type of road 
crossing, suggested in one or two instances, 
and shown in one of the smaller illustrations 
in comparison with the ‘‘ radial’’ type. The 
‘‘turbine’’ crossing embodies principles 
which, it is stated, are about to have serious 
consideration. One advantage of the “ tur- 
bine ’’ crossing over the “ radial ’’ crossing 
is that, when negotiating it, each motor has 
only two turns to make as against the three 
turns it has to make in a “‘ radial”’ crossing. 
Another advantage is that after each: motor 
has made its two turns, the driver has a view 
straight ahead down the road he is wishing 
to bales. A third advantage is that the “ tur- 
bine ’’ crossing provides sites for buildings 
overlooking it which are more nearly rectan- 
gular than are the sites which the “ radial ”’ 
crossing provides, which are of a curious and 
irregular shape to which it is difficult to adapt 
buildings. 

A paper on the subject of the Wythen- 
shawe Estate was read by Mr. Barry Parker 
before members of the Surveyors’ Institution, 
and from this we take the following ex- 
tracts : 

He might be asked, said the lecturer, 
‘““Where are the ring, circumferential or 
orbital roads which are to be found in other 
town plans?’’ Such roads, he continued, 
were reasonably effective, as compromises, 
meeting the traffic requirements of existing 
towns, so closely built up as to preclude the 
possibility of introducing anything more 
effective. A plan for a new town should pro- 
vide that everyone might reach any part of 
that town by the rapid transit roads. It 
should not postulate that people would reach 
a ring road by rapid transit roads, and then, 
from it, filter through to more central parts 
of the town. As to the provision in the 
Wythenshawe Ward of a section of a ring 
road round the centre of the city, a glance 
at the plan would show that the parkways 
did this satisfactorily when it was remem- 
bered that most of the Wythenshawe Ward 
should be included within such a ring road. 


Of late years much study of ‘‘ neighbour- 
hood units ’’ had been made. In connection 
with these the chief question had been 
whether, not only schools and institutes, and 
in some cases religious buildings, but shops 
might be in the middle of a “‘ neighbourhood 
unit.”” That schools should be had never 
been doubted. Neighbourhood units were 
bounded by traffic routes, and children going 
‘o and from school should not have to cross 
traffic routes. Recently town plans had been 











so made that no child should have to cross 
a carriageway on his or her way to or from 
school, and at least one plan in which this 
provision was made was being executed. 
Shopkeepers favoured sites at road crossings. 





But sites for shops at road crossings were 
disadvantageous to traffic because vehicles 
drew up and stood in front of shops and 
created dangers and complications. On the 
other hand, even if the desirable size for a 
neighbourhood unit was one which contained 
a population large enough to support, say, a 
small grocery-store ‘keeper, a barber, or a 
baker, it certainly was not large enough to 
support a draper, a music shop proprietor, a 
chemist, a hatter, an outfitter, or a tailor. 
So, rightly or wrongly, the decision was come 
to that subsidiary shopping centres should be 
at road crossings, but at those of secondary 
importance, and that the shops in them 
should be set ‘back from the roads and should 
have their own provision for parking cars off 
the highways. When this was done, each 
shop might draw its customers from four 
neighbourhood units. The distinguished 
Canadian town planner, Mr. Noulan Cauchon, 
had pointed out the reduction in the lengths 
of road, needed to afford access to a given 
number of building sites, which resulted 
from the adoption of the hexagon, in sub- 
stitution for the rectangle, as a basis of a 
plan. This reduction was something like 10 
per cent. The great savings effected by 
taking advantage of it were obvious, But 
hexagonal development had many other 
advantages over rectangular development. 
One of these was the substitution of obtuse 
road junctions for rectangular road junctions, 
and, therefore, the substitution of an angle 
round which a motorist could see a long way 
for one round which he could not see so far. 
The town plan for Wythenshawe Ward 
demonstrated how very much greater were the 
advantages which the ownership of the land, 
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to which it related, gave to the community 
than were any advantages the community 
might gain by merely promoting a statutory 
town plan for that land. It showed what 
parkways were, and how the opportunity had 
been taken to enhance them by carrying them 
close to existing woods, such as those in, or 
near, Baguley Bottom, and to bring open 
spaces, school playing-fields, recreation 
grounds, hospital reservations, and Wythen-

shawe Park on to parkways. It would be 
seen how that plan was made up of ‘‘ neigh- 
bourhood units,’ each with its shopping 
centres; those centres averaging about three- 
quarters of a mile apart, so that no one would 
have to go more than half that distance in 
order to shop. It would be seen how far that 
plan showed success in taking advantage ot 
the gains and economies offered by hexagonal 
planning, how far it had been practicable to 
secure tnat children should not have to cross 
traffic routes on their way to and from school, 
and how far it had been possible to provide 
that the town should be surrounded by an 
agricultural belt. No attempt had been made 
to give details of zoning in the plan he 
showed. Those details were too intricate, 
ranging from one house to fifteen acres in 
the agricultural belt to twelve houses to the 
acre in other parts, and providing tor every- 
thing that would be needed in such a town. 
But the plan did show the industrial areas, 
and he would say it was intended not to permit 
in them the establishment of smoke, fumes, 
smell], or dust-producing industries.

The University Buildings Syndicate, on the 
adaptation of the old library building to new 
uses and the extension of the former Forestry 
School to provide accommodation for. the de- 
partment of geography, recommend that Mr.

E. Stanley Hall and Easton and Robertson, 
54, Bedford-square, W.C.2, be commissioned 
to prepare plans both for the adaptation of 
the library and the extension of the old 
Forestry School for their new purposes.

POLYTECHNIC SCHOOL OF 
ARCHITECTURE. 
Town Planning and Civic Design. 

Delivering the fourth lecture of the course 
on Town Planning and Civic Design, at the 
Regent-street Polytechnic on Friday evening, 
June 1, Mr. James Burford dealt with the 
subject of communications by road, rail, 
water and air. In planning, he said, all four 
must be considered in relation to transport 
of passengers and goods, and to distribution 
and marketing. All big industrial communi- 
ties exist either on waterways with railway 
facilities, or at the conjunction of important 
railroads. All town planning should promote 
economic activities. Planning was largely 
based on transport facilities, both now and 
to meet future needs. In road planning the 
relation of new and existing roads to other 
means of communication should be ascer- 


tained, and every effort made to forecast the 
probable future use to which roads would be 
put. The lecturer dealt with the legal posi- 
tion regarding road control and road forma- 
tion. The policy of saving on first cost fre- 
quently led to ultimate loss. He discussed 
road design, and pointed out that road 
capacity depends more on movement than on 
width, giving some interesting figures in sup- 
port of his reniarks. Though much could be 
learnt from a study of town plans, he said, 
there was no such thing as an ideal road 
pattern. Planning was a matter of intelli- 
gence and not of rule—a question of adapting 
means to an end, and not of adapting ends to 
the means. ‘The lecturer illustrated his re- 
marks by a number of lantern slides, includ- 
ing some of his own work, and made some 
observations on the appropriate furnishing of 
streets, 


ROYAL SOCIETY OF ARTS: ESSAY 
COMPETITION. 


The Council of the Royal Society of Arts 
offer to art teachers the following prizes for 
an essay on ‘Training Art Students for 
Industry and Commerce ”’ :—First prize : £50 
and a Life Fellowship of the Royal Society of 
Arts. It is proposed to ask the local educa- 
tion authority under which the successful 
candidate serves to supplement the prize by 
awarding a travelling scholarship for the pur- 
poses of an educational tour. Second prize : 
£10. Third prize: £5. The object of the 
Council in offering these prizes is to encourage 
art teachers to train their students in such a 
way that they will be fitted to take their 
places as designers or craftsmen in industry, 
and thus fulfil the principal object for which 
the schools of art were established. Com- 
petitors must send in their essays not later 
than October 31 e the Secretary, Royal 
Society of Arts, John-street, Adelphi, W.C. 
Essays must not exceed 3,000 words. 


TIMBER TRADES’ BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


The. thirty-seventh annual report of this 
Society, which was presented at the annual 
general meeting of subscribers and donors, 
held at the London Chamber of Commerce, 
Oxford-street, Cannon-street, E.C., some time 
since stated that subscriptions for 1933 again 
compared unfavourably with those of the 
preceding years, the income from this 
source being lower than that of any year since 
1924. Many fresh names had been added to 
the list during 1933, but the sum received 
from the new supporters had unfortunately 
not equalled the total of lapsed subscriptions 
couaul by the death and retirement of mem- 
bers, amalgamation of firms, etc. The Board 
were most grateful to the District Committees 
and to those individual subscribers who never 
lost an opportunity of interesting their friends 
in the Society, and earnestly asked that their 
efforts might be continued. The report stated 
further that 13 pensioners from the list of 
17 candidates will be elected on January 30 
next, when the total number of pensioners on 
the books will be 151, as against 144 in the 
preceding year. 


THE COLLEGE OF ESTATE MANAGEMENT. 
Arbitration. 

Mr. W. T. Creswell, K.C., in a lecture on 
‘* Arbitration — Procedure and Evidence 
Under Special Statutes,’’ delivered at the 
College of Estate Management, 35, Lincoln's 
Inn Fields, W.C.2, recently, stressed the fact 
that whether under the Arbitration Act, 1889, 
or under a special statute, there must be 
something in dispute before there could be 
arbitration. Often one party thought there 
was a dispute and that it necessitated arbi- 
tration when actually it was nothing more 
nor less than a question of valuing something 
between the parties. It was not always easy 
to determine what was a valuation and what 
an arbitration in that it was not necessary 


for an arbitrator always to have a hearing 
or to hear evidence, although that was stated 
to be the essential of arbitration. Sometimes, 
however, in the submission the parties 
agreed that there was no need for the arbi- 
trator to hear evidence. Because of his know- 
ledge, they asked him to make an award, 
simply putting before him all the facts and 
documents in the matter. But, generally 
speaking, there must be some judicial under- 
taking or hearing, some judicial decision 
of the arbitrator, to constitute an arbitration. 

It was easier to determine what was a 
valuation. It might safely be assumed that 
the mere giving of some decision by some 
person because of his technical knowledge, 
and without the aid of witnesses, constituted 
a valuation. Incidentally, a valuer could be 
proceeded against for negligence, whereas an 
arbitrator could not. An arbitration award 
must always be stamped with a 10s. stamp, 
but a valuation was stamped according to 
value. Under the Stamp Act, 1891, valuers 
should stamp valuations, but it was not un- 
usual for them to fail to do that. A county 
court judge could order that a matter be 
submitted to arbitration, but he had no 
jurisdiction under statute in the way the 
High Court had; he could only send a matter 
to arbitration if the parties agreed to that 
course. 


Under certain statutes, arbitration was 
compulsory; under others it was optional 
In general, however, the Arbitration Act of 
1889 applied. Sometimes ‘that Act was in- 
consistent with special statutes in respect to 
certain provisions. On the other hand, in 
some statutes it would be found that the 
Arbitration Act, 1889, was specially applied. 
An arbitrator could not delegate his power, 
not even in regard to costs, which arbitrators 
often found a difficult question. Usually they 
had discretion as to costs: they did not fol- 
low the rule in the High Court or the County 
Court.

Mansfield Baths Committee has decided to 
recommend a scheme for additional bathing 
accommodation in the borough at an esti- 
mated cost of £17,500. The Borough Sur- 
veyor (Mr. T. Waude Thompson) is to be 
instructed to gio detailed plans. 


Nottingham. 

Nottingham Education Committee have 
recommended the City Council to accept, for 
the erection of a new school on the Colwick 
Hill estate to accommodate 900 children, the 
tender of Messrs. Harper and Green at 
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Orpington. 

The U.D.C. invite tenders for the erec- 
tion of 64 houses on various sites, returnable 
by June 25. Plans are by the Building Sur- 
veyor, Council Offices, from whom specifi- 
cations, etc.. are obtainable upon £2 2s. de- 
posit. 


Pontefract. 

The Ministry of Health has agreed to the 
borrowing by the Council of £1,800 for the 
purchase of land at Monkhill- lane. It was 
agreed to seek the Ministry’s approval for the 
erection of 100 houses. 


Poplar. 

Messrs. Culpin and Bowers, architects, 3, 
Portsmouth-street, W.C., have been 
appointed to design the town hall to be built 
for the Poplar Borough Council at a cost 
of £150,000. 


Stourbridge. 

The Council invite tenders for the erection 
of 140 houses on four sites within the bor- 
ough, with requisite streets and sewers. 
Tenders are returnable by June 22, upon 
deposit of £3 3s. in each of the four contracts.

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THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Waterloo Bridge. 


Arrer the London County Council (Money) 
Bill had been read a second time in the House 
of Commons, Sin W. Davison moved that it 
be an instruction to the Committee to which 
the Bill was referred to omit from the schedule 
to the Bill the reference to the demolition of 
Waterloo Bridge and the erection of a new 
bridge in its place. ; 

He said that the effect of his motion would 
be that the decision arrived at by that House 
two years ago, when the same question was 
discussed at length, should stand, and that, 
as far as Parliament was concerned, Waterloo 
Bridge should be reconditioned for four lines 
of traffic and should not be demolished with 
a view to the erection of a new bridge. Four 
lines of traffic going into the Strand would 
be as much as the Strand could take. No 
one knew what could happen if six lines went 
into that thoroughfare. The cost of recon- 
ditioning the bridge would be, according to 
the estimates of the London County Council, 
between £600.000 and £700,000. Erecting a 
new bridge would run into some £2,200,000, 
including the removal of the present tempo- 
rary bridge and the erection of a new tem- 
porary bridge. If the scheme of the County 
Council were adopted it would involve pulling 
down 100,000 tons of granite, the removal of 
which by barges and lghters, plus the coffer- 
dams that would have to be sunk for the 
removal of the piers, would most seriously 
obstruct all river traffic. That work would 
occupy from seven to nine years. On the other 
hand, the reconditioning of the present bridge 
would occupy only three and a half years. 
The bridge was a monument, and, as Lord 
Ritchie had said, the most beautiful monu- 
ment in Great Britain. It was a war memo- 
rial, just the same as the Cenotaph, and was 
formally named by Act of Parliament to be 
** a lasting record of the brilliant and decisive 
victory achieved by H.M. Forces on June 18, 
1815.”’ He asked the House to adhere to the 
decision of two years ago, and refuse to grant 
public money for the pulling down of this 
historic national monument. 

Sir J. Wiruers, who seconded, said that 
the new bridge should be built at Charing 
Cross. 

Mr. Witmor, for the L.C.C., said it had 
been stated that the cost of building a new 
bridge in accordance with the design of Sir 
Giles Gilbert Scott would be £2,200,000. The 
Council’s engineers’ and advisers’ own esti 
mate for building a bridge to that design— 
although the Council was not committed to 
that design, or any other—was £1,295,000. It 
was further suggested that the time which 
would be occupied in building a new bridge, 
during which there would be interference with 
navigation and cross-river traffic, would be 
greatly in excess of the time that would be 
occupied in reconditioning the bridge. The 
most exaggerated statement he had seen was 
seven years, but the hon. Member now threw 
in another couple of years and made it nine. 
The original estimate for reconditioning the 
bridge was £620.000, plus £65,000 for overhead 
charges, etc. The L.C.C. had received 29 
tenders from 17 firms. The estimates ranged 
from £574,000 to £615,000. The lowest tender 
was thus within 74 per cent. of the Council’s 
own estimate. The time it would take to do 
the work had been estimated by the Council’s 
engineers at about five years. The tenders 
varied from four to six and a half years. the 
average heing five years four months. None 
of the tenderers would undertake to fulfil the 
minimum requirements of the Port of London 
Authority with regard to navigation. The 
Council engineers, whose competency and 
accuracy had been established. said that they 
could maintain all that the P.I..A. asked for 
in building a new bridge, and that they could 
build it within five years. ‘ 

Mr. Srantey, Minister of Transport, said 
that if the House altered the decision it took 
two years ago he would regard the ban as 
removed. He would regard himself then as 
being in the position to offer a grant for a 
new Waterloo Bridge. The L.C.C. was not 
tied to any particular bridge; therefore his 
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discretion was in no way affected, nor was 
he in any way committed. There were, how- 
ever, two considerations which would have 
to be remembered. The first was that from 
the point of view of its architectural merits 
any scheme for a new bridge, before he could 
consider it for a Road Fund grant, would 
have to receive the approvai of the Fine Arts 
Commission; the second was that discussions 
between his predecessor’ and the L.C.C. of the 
time proceeded on the basis of a new bridge 
which would cost something in the neighbour- 
hood of £1,300,000. Tf he were asked to 
sanction a scheme for a new bridge which 
exceeded substantially the basis on which his 
predecessor discussed the matter, and upon 
which he gave a tentative approval, he would, 
of course, have to reconsider the whole 
position. 

The motion was carried by 194 votes to 159. 


Housing and .Town Planning Appeals. 

Sr R. Crappock asked the Minister of 
Health whether he could state the number of 
appeals made to him from the orders of local 
authorities under the Housing Act, 1925, the 
Housing Act, 1930, Section 46, and the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1932, respective- 
ly; and also in each instance the numbers of 


such appeals which had been successful, 
partially successful, and unsuccessful, 
respectively. 


Sm Hitton Youne said that he presumed 
that his hon. friend was referring to the 
number of cases where, in connection with 
slum schemes, owners of property had 
objected to demolition or to acquisition by 
the local authority at site value only, and to 
his decisions on those cases after the holding 
of a public local inquiry, and if that was so, 
no statistics of the kind he required were 
available; nor did he think that the value of 
such statistics would be commensurate with 
the labour which would be entailed in 
obtaining them. The number of appeals made 
under the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1932, and previous Acts, and falling to be 
dealt with under the Act of 1932, up to the 
end of last month, was 592. Of these 40 
were successful, 19 partially successful, and 
133 unsuccessful. In addition, agreement was 
reached between the parties to the appeal in 
61. cases, and in 154 cases the appeal was not 
proceeded with. 


“THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXIV.—THE MODERN ROOF. 


‘‘ That the roof of the future for domestic 
buildings will not be flat.” 


Sir,—The defect of a debate is that the 
parties are committed, by the rules of the 
game, to rigid partisanship. There is no 
possibility of one of the debaters taking up 
the reasonable attitude that both the flat roof 
and the sloping roof have their suitable occa- 
sions, and that both can be treated either 
with grace or ugliness. Yet this is patently 
the case, and there would be far less affecta- 
tion and far greater fluency and variety in 
modern design if the designers of buildings 
would keep an open mind upon the subject 
and act without prejudice as the occasion 
demanded. For that has been the guiding 
principle in all the best work of the past in 
which the roof form has been the main 
characteristic in imposing style. 

DEsIGN. 

Srr,—‘‘ Negative,’ and the school of 
thought for which he stands, would carry 
more conviction if we could be sure that the 
flat roof has been adopted by them out of 
conviction, and not merely out of that extra- 
ordinary desire to be anything other than 
English, which has from time to time 
obsessed the artists of this country. The so- 
called modernist of this country produces 
work which is indistingnishable from that of 
either Mendelsohn, of Germany, or Le Cor- 
busier of France. If they could produce 


something original, we should be more in- 
clined to listen to what they have to say for 
themselves. for it is originality which they 
claim for their chief virtue, and ‘ copyism ” 
which they profess to abhor.

Srr,—Buildings with a timber framing sup- 
norting metal plates have the advantage of 
low first cost, but the disadvantages of being 
hot in summer and cold in winter and heavier 
maintenance costs than brickwork building. 
Frequent painting is necessary to prevent 
corrosion. There is a first cost saving in 
labour, and the material used is also cheaper. 
but this largely depends on the type of 
plating used and whether it is internally 
panelled to improve the temperature effects. 


‘As to the by-laws of local authorities, I can- 


not offer a definite opinion as these differ 
widely in different localities. The by-laws of 
the authority concerned should be first ascer- 
tained, but I think this form of building 
would be permitted in most, although the 
before-mentioned disadvantages would prob- 
ably prevent their extended use.

MATERIALS AND CONSTRUCTION IN THE LIGHT OF 
MODERN RESEARCH—XXIl 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., L.R.1.B.A., M.T.P.I. 


FOUNDATIONS AND GROUND FLOORS 
(with Particular Reference to Domestic 
Buildings) . 

THe Building Research Station has issued 
a useful drawing of a section of footings with 
a view to showing the cause of dampness 
arising in the base of a wall. Fig. 12 incor- 
porates some of the points shown in that 
drawing, and its fundamental policy is that 
walls in contact with soil attract moisture 
from the soil; not only walls, but floors as 
well, and Fig. 12 shows how the ground-floor 
concrete assists this creep of damp. The 
traditional 6 in. of concrete is expensive and 
comparatively inefficient. It will be noted 
that the rendering behind the wood skirting 
on this section is stated to be ‘‘ conducive to 
rot.’? This is based on actual experience, and 
it should be avoided on ground floors. 

Fig. 13 shows a damp-resisting floor, and 
the writer believes in placing an impervious 
brick (without vertical mortar joints) where 
the wall is in contact with concrete. The 
cavities must be ventilated. The stone should 
be non-porous and with ample voids in order 
to break the capillary path; if this layer can 
be ventilated, so much the better. 

The wood skirting is shown with space 


behind, but it should be borne in mind that 
all precautions of this nature in connection 
with timber aid air-infiltration into the 
room. The section on thie other side of the 
wall indicates a tile skirting and a solid floor. 
There is no risk of air-infiltration here, but 
the tiled floor is colder than the wooden floor. 

Fig. 14 indicates the method of dealing 
with a ‘‘jump”’ between the floors of two 
rooms or of two houses. This system was 
adopted for houses on steep sites a year or 
so before the War, and there has been no 
damp trouble in consequence. 

Fig. 15 shows the traditional method of 
laying wood-blocks on 6 in. of concrete; it is 
not good to lay concrete direct on soil, and 
an intervening packing of dry stone is most 
beneficial. During a recent inspection of a 
floor like that shown in Fig. 15, it was found 
that the layer of rendering had shrunk in 
setting. After that, it had expanded with 
creeping moisture and lifted the blocks. 
Fig. 16 shows a better method, with a 3 in. 
concrete layer of good mix, this having been 
screeded off in one operation. The section of 
Fig. 16 is better and cheaper than that of 
Fig. 15. Wood-block layers find that: blocks 
bed better on a screeded surface than on a 
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steel-trowelled surface. The Steel trowel 
leaves ridges, and these are inclined to set 
up a rocking action of the blocks. 

Fig. 17 goes a step further, and applies to 
an exceptionally damp site; it shows wood 
blocks bedded in bituminous mastic over 
concrete. 


Frame Openings in Cavity Brickwork. 

Going higher up the structure, Figs. 18 to 
21 show methods of treatment of cavity brick- 
work at door and window jambs. In Fig. 18 
the cavity is definitely bridged, and the mois- 
ture passes from the outside to the inside of 
the jamb. In Fig. 19 a damp-proof course is 
inserted, and this breaks the capillary path. 
This type of closure is useful where air infil- 
tration is avoided. 

Fig. 20 indicates a similar principle in con- 
nection with the use of steel casements. Slates 
or tiles can be nailed over the damp-proof 
course. They can be lapped, and there is the 
advantage of lapping upwards, and not 
downwards as in roofing. In this way a key 
or offset is provided for the plastering. With 
slates, another precaution is to turn the bed 
outwards, so that the feather-edge of the slate 
forms a better key. This method can be used 
to close a cavity without returning the inner 
lining, as shown in Fig. 20. 

Fig. 21 indicates the simple form of closing 
the cavity with the frame, and the back of 
the frame is usually creosoted. The head 
treatment. of this form is simple. Another 
way is to reverse the principle of Fig. 21, 
forming the reveal on the inside and not out- 
side. The frame is then bedded from outside 
on to an internal reveal. This is very sound 
from a gale point of view, and with 11 in. 
work it helps to bring the frames near the 
external face of the wall, a treatment which 
is sought for on esthetic grounds. The head 
treatment, however, is more difficult than 
that of Fig. 21. 

Figs. 22 to 25 apply to window sills, and 
again the principle for damp-proof construc- 
tion is to break the capillary path. Since 
the war, we are more inclined to use brick 
sills, which, unlike stone sills, call for solid 
bedding. Pre-war sill construction with stone 
did not create as much trouble as brick sills. 
The stone was generally impervious, and, in 
addition, the sills were bedded hollow by 
means of bedding the ends on strips of slates 


‘ (damp-proof course in themselves) and lightly 


_— the face, or not jointing them at 
all. 

Figs. 26 to 29 deal with door or window 
heads. Fig. 26 is very bad construction; 
firstly, a wood lintel shrinks and rots when 
in contact with the damp outer lining. Then 
it bridges the cavity, which is contrary to 
good cavity wall construction. The cement 
gutter is bad, for it shrinks in setting, and 
it is not impervious to moisture. 

Fig. 27 is also bad cavity construction, 
although better than Fig. 26. The metal 
may be lead, ternary alloy, copper or zinc, 
or it may be bitumen-sheathed metal, such as 
lead-cored bitumen or felt damp-course. 
Here, again, the cavity is bridged, and 
oftentimes these gutters are filled with 
mortar droppings. Apart from this, the 
metal checks the free flow of the moisture on 
the inner face of the outer lining; the writer 
is of the opinion that in the case of inde- 
pendent linings: (as shown in Figs. 28 and 
29) the wall would be more damp-resistant 
without the gutter of Fig. 27 than with it. 

Fig. 28 is recommended in the Pickering 
Thesis of 1925, and the writer has used this 
form since 1912. The great point with cavity 
brickwork is that there must be a means of 
cleaning and inspecting the cavities after the 
wall construction has been completed. In the 
case of Fig. 28, the frame need not be in- 
serted until the construction, cleaning and 
inspection are done. Even after many years, 
if some corrosion or mishap should occur 
with the metal, as there is no connection 
between it and the outer lining, tlte flow of 
moisture will still find its way out, and not 


in. 
Fig. 29 shows the principle of Fig. 18, but 
with the frame near the outer face. This is 
not a favourable position for the frame in 
cavity construction. 
Cavity Ties. 
Stoneware ties create a lot of trouble, for 
they hold mortar droppings rather badly. 
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The writer has not used them, for when he 
was using cavity construction for the first 
time, a builder friend of his invited him to 
inspect a cavity-built hostel which was very 
damp. In this case, the stoneware ties con- 
tributed largely to the failure. The writer 
likes a galvanised iron tie (well galvanised), 
with a section of 1 in. by 3/16 in. forked at 
ends and twisted in the centre. 


SLUM CLEARANCE AND 
OVERCROWDING 


STATEMENT BY MINISTER OF HEALTH. 


Sm Hizron Younc, Minister of Health, 
addressing the London Diocesan Conference, 
on June 4, said that the slum clearance pro- 
grammes of the London County Council and 
the Metropolitan Borough Councils contem- 
plate the demolition in ten years of about 
33,000 houses and the rehousing of about 
. 265,000 persons. The newly elected London 
County Council had declared their intention 
of enlarging and accelerating this programme, 
but their actual proposals had not yet been 
submitted to him. 

The slum clearance campaign initiated in 
the Spring of 1933 was now firmly established 
and the rate of progress was increasing 
rapidly. What it had set out to do was to 
clear the country of all houses which were 
unfit for human habitation; he had every 
reason to believe that it would achieve this 
object. There were, however, other direc- 
tions in which housing conditions needed to 
be improved. In many parts of the country, 
and especially in the large towns, there was 
still overcrowding and there was a substan- 
tial amount of property which fell below 
modern standards of what was necessary for 
ensuring decent and proper housing accom- 
modation. This property could not be con- 
demned as slum property, and by the wise 
expenditure of money could be made to pro- 
vide proper housing accommodation for a 
long term of years 

There was one aspect of the housing short- 
age which could not be dealt with by private 
enterprise, or indeed by any other agency 
which was able to build only on undeveloped 
land wherever it was available. In the indus- 
trial towns there were considerable numbers 
of families who could not or would not move 
away from their present neighbourhood. 
Usually it was essential that the family should 
live near the place of employment of its wage- 
earners, but there were other considerations 
such as a disinclination to sever existing 
social ties, and an objection to the expense 
and inconvenience of travelling to and from 
work. It was therefore in the central and 
expensive areas of the large towns that the 
chronic overcrowding was to be found, and 
much of this overcrowding could not be 
abated by action under the Housing Act, 
1930, because the houses in themselves are not 
unfit for human habitation. 

The Government proposed to deal with this 
aspect of the housing shortage in a Bill which 
was now under consideration and which he 
hoped would be placed before Parliament be- 
fore the end of the present year. That was as 
soon as the work of organising slum clear- 
ance would allow. After considering the 
question, the Government had decided that 
the best method of approach was by giving 
the local authorities power to acquire large 
areas of overcrowded property and to re- 
develop those areas. In redeveloping those 
areas the local authority would have regard 
from the planning point of view not only to 
the need for providing rehousing accommoda- 
tion but also the needs of industry, com- 
merce, transport, etc. The necessity of re- 
housing large populations on these limited and 
more central areas and the high cost of the 
land would make it impossible to build 
cottages, and the rehousing provided would 
therefore normally take the form of flats in 
tenement buildings of many stories. The high 
cost of building tenements on expensive land 
would make it impossible without assistance 
to let the flats at rents within the means of 
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the class of family for whom they were to be 
provided. Financial assistance from public 
funds would therefore be essential and would 
be forthcoming. 


Provision would, of course, be made in the 
Bill to ensure that once overcrowding 
had been abated it should not recur or 
crop up again in some other area which 
previously did not suffer from overcrowd- 
ing. Provision would also be made in the 
Bill to enable the reconditioning of houses to 
be undertaken where this was the most suit- 
able policy. In this direction there would be 
an extensive field for the operations of public 
utility societies and the Bill would facilitate 
those operations. Public utility societies had 
an almost traditional association with Church 
activities, and the Minister mentioned the St. 
Pancras Society (Father Jellicoe’s) in that 
connection. 


In the autumn they would seek a direct 
remedy for overcrowding and would so ex- 
tend the method of controlled subsidies as to 
secure that, where needed they were available 
for that purpose. They would ask the local 
authorities to accept the duty of putting an 
end to overcrowding. It would be a big task, 
the rebuilding of the dismal congested streets 
of the older working-class houses, and would 
take time. But the method they would follow 
would leave nothing to chance. 


THE TRADES TRAINING 
SCHOOL. 


Tue judging of the work done by the stu- 
dents of the Trades Training School, 
153, Great Titchfield-street, W.1, during the 
past session took place on Friday, May 11. The 
judges included Mr. G. C. Barnes, Mr. Alfred 
Drury, R.A., Mr. H. Justus Eck, M.A., 
M.I.E.E., Major Charles ffoulkes, O-B.E., 
F.S.A., Mr. Chas.

The specimens of craftsmanship made a 
display of a very high standard, and included 
a large number of exhibits in the classes of 
carpenters, joiners, handrailers, masons, 
painters, plasterers, plumbers, metal-workers, 
stone-carvers, life-modelling, tylers and brick- 
layers, wheelwrights, wood-carvers and elec- 
tricians. The judges expressed themselves 
most favourably impressed, and recorded their 
admiration of the craftsmanship throughout 
the school, which afforded abundant proof of 
the excellence of the training provided to 
craftsmen—journeymen, improvers and ap- 
prentices—actually employed in the different 
trades. Prizes and medals as awarded by the 
judges will be distributed at the Carpenters’ 
Hall, Throgmorton-avenue, E.C., in the early 
part of next session, after the reopening of 
the school on September 24. 


The Carpenters’ Company, who maintain 
the school in conjunction with the Associated 
City Companies of Armourers and Brasiers, 
Joiners, Painter-Stainers, Pewterers, Plas- 
terers, Tylers and Bricklayers, and Wheel- 
wrights, merit the thanks of all who are in- 
terested in the advancement of the crafts in

THE ROLE OF STATISTICS 
IN SPECIFICATION 


Tue statistical implications of a specification, 
regarded as a means for distinguishing be- 
tween the qualities of a commodity which is 
the subject of a contract between producer 
and consumer, were discussed by Mr. B. H. 
Wilsdon, of the Building Research Station, at 
a meeting, on May 31, of the Industrial and 
Agricultural Research Section of the Royal 
Statistical Society. He pointed out that while 
for most materials no hard and fast line could 
be drawn between good and bad, the object of 
a specification must be to define boundaries 
outside of which it was undesirable to permit 
quality to vary. The fixing of such boun- 
daries involved the use of test criteria based 
on a statistically valid sampling technique. 
Such criteria could be broadly classified in 
two main categories depending on whether 
they measured properties which actually 
entered into the use to which the commodity 
was put, or measured qualities indirectly 
correlated with performance. The former, 
distinguished as performance tests, were 
employed, for example, in _ specification 
clauses for mechanical properties such as the 
yield-point and ultimate tensile strength of 
a steel, In all such cases quantitative mea- 
sures were specified, the results of which 
could be used in the design to which the 
commodity would be put. A composition 
clause, such as one which required a paint to 
be composed only of white lead and linseed 
oil, could not be regarded as a performance 
test, but was rather a quality index used with 
the object of confining variation of the 
material within limits in which it was 
known that composition was correlated with 
good performance. In the use of quality 
indices for the purpose of specification it was 
therefore of importance to make statistically 
valid estimates of their relationship with per- 
formance. If this were not done, undesirable 
effects might result from the specification of 
qualities arbitrarily selected. On the one 
hand, a manufacturer might be unduly re- 
stricted in his endeavour to improve or 
cheapen his product, while on the other, 
exaggerated emphasis at the hands of the 
salesman of an isolated quality characteristic 
might prejudice the healthy evolution of a 
whole industry. 

These general considerations were illus- 
trated by detailed examination of the speci- 
fication for Portland cement. The uncertain- 
ties inherent in specification of quality indices. 
subject in testing to experimental error and 
to further uncertainties when considered in 
terms of their correlation with performance, 
were illustrated with quantitative data. Refer- 
ence was made to the advantages of a system 
of specification by Certification Mark. The 
maintenance by the manufacturer, with ade- 
quate supervision by a certifying authority, 
of statistically controlled checks on the varia- 
tion of his product might provide much more 
reliable evidence for users as to uniformity of 
quality than could systems of specification 
based on ‘‘ spot ’’ sampling. 
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NON-FERROUS METALS 
RESEARCH 


Tue fourteenth annual report of the British 
Non-Ferrous Metals Research Association was 
presented at a meeting of the Association held 
on May 31. 

We are informed that the Association . has 
been strengthened in membership during the 
year by the admission of two of the most 
important of Northern Rhodesian copper pyro- 
ducing companies. This, together with tiie 
accession of British Copper Refiners and the 
Copper Development Association, has made 
still more complete the representation of 
British copper interests both on the producing 
and manufacturing sides. A_ satisfactory 
agreement has also been made for admission, 
on a membership basis, of the International 
Tin Research and Development Council. 

Referring to the Conference of Research 
Associations recently called by the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research at 
which a substantial offer of increased Govern- 
ment support was made to the research 
associations, provided industrial contributions 
from member firms were correspondingly in- 
creased, the report states: ‘‘ the occasion is 
clearly opportune for a forward move by the 
Association with the assurance that an exten- 
sion of activity will secure a substantial back- 
ing from the Department for at least several 
years to come. The Council is giving most 
careful consideration to the way in which the 
opportunity can be used to the best advan- 
tage.” 

The number of researches in progress was 
15, and the expenditure was nearly £22,000. 
Some indication of the steadily increasing 
interest taken by members in the work of the 
Association is shown by the fact that the 
number of major technical inquiries from 
member firms during the year was 410, com- 
pared with 276 similar inquiries in 1932 and 
219 in 1931. 

The report states that in the past many of 
the most important investigations carried out 
on behalf of the Association have been con- 
ducted in the laboratories of the National 
Physical Laboratory, the Research Depart- 
ment, Woolwich, or at Universities. The 
conclusion has now been reached, however, 
that a better balanced team of research 
workers could be secured by concentrating 
much of this extra-mural work in the Asso- 
ciation’s own laboratories in London, and this 
is now being done. Where special equipment 
and experience is demanded the Association 
will still turn for help to the great metal- 
lurgical laboratories elsewhere. 


EMPIRE TIMBERS 


In the course of his presidential address at 
the annual meeting of the Empire lorestry 
Association, held at South Africa House on 
May 23, His Royal Highness the Prince ot 
Wales said he was glad to note there was a 
marked improvement in the trade for Empire 
timbers. Great Britain was the largest buyer 
of timber in the Empire, but too large a share 
of her requirements was still derived from 
foreign sources, which together with home- 
grown supplies provided about half our total 
requirements. There was no good reason why 
this position should not be gradually improved 
so that in time we should be self-supporting, 
or almost so. The softwood position was not 
nearly so favourable. For a great part of our 
supplies we must always, so far as one could 
foresee, depend on foreign countries. But 
countries within the Empire might send us 
much more than they did. At present only 
& per cent. of our needs was met from Empire 
sources, and only 2 per cent. was grown in 
Great Britain. Only Canada could supply 
the softwoods we consumed, and he remarked 
with pleasure the large increase in imports 
that had taken place from that great country 
in recent months. There was no doubt about 
the beauty and high quality of Empire 
timbers, and it now remained with architects, 
builders, furniture manufacturers and wood 
users generally to make good use of the varied 
and extensive choice now at their disposal.
